“T erry Ramsaye refuses to get excited over 
Pathe s new color sound news reel. After working 
a year or more on a color process that could be auickly 
developed, the editor-in-chief of Pathe Sound News is 
a little tired of the subject. Now that he has actually 
released one subject, he is leaving the enthusiasm to 
others. And here is one quite willing to toss a hat in 
the air over the idea of color news reels.” 

Now is the time for the Pathe sales force to get 
excited and enthusiastic. All that is needed to put Colo- 
ratura on the screens throughout the country is an 
increase in camera and laboratory equipment and Mr. 
Ramsaye says that is being taken care of as fast as 
monev, labor and brains can be made to w™*k.
